OTHER CONDITIONS FOR EXPORT OF PROCESSED 
MICA 

Any shipment of mica of any variety other than ‘Fabricated 
Mica* will be permitted only if irrevocable letter of credit to the 
extent of 100 per cent of the invoice value of the goods (which 
will include the export duty) has been opened in favour Of the 
exporters. To facilitate settlement of claims as between the 
foreign buyers and exporters, the following arrangements will 
continue to be in force — 

(al While the foreign buyer will open irrevocable letter 
of credit in a Bank in India for 100 per cent of the 
invoice value (which will include the export duty) 
the letter of credit should include a special stipulation 
that not more than 95 per cent of the amount 
will initially be payable to the exporter and the balance 
(of 5 per cent) will continue to oe held (in the bank 
In India) for a period not exceeding six months 
from the date of shipment, within which the said 
balance would remain available for settlement of 
any claims arising, 

lb) Any claim arising from causes other than the question 
of quality including size (that is, from causes such 
as short weight, breakage, pilferage, penalty for 
late shipment etc.) as are raised by the Buyer, and 
admitted by the exporter, will (upto a limit of 2 
percent for the invoice value) be allowed to be adjusted 
in favour of the buyer by the Reserve Bank of India, 
against the aforesaid balance of 5 per c$nt on applica¬ 
tion being made by the exporter. Such application 
should indicate : 

(i) Name and address of the exporter; 

(ii) Name and additss of the claimant (fmeign buyer) 5 

(jil) Number of the G.R./E.P./P.F. form on which the 
export was declared; 

(iv) Invoice value of the goods exported supported by 
a certificate in original from the authorised dealei 
through whom the proceeds have been realised to the 
effect that the full export proceeds have been received 
in India in an approved manner; 

(v) Grounds on which claim has been made; 

(vi) Amount for which claim if proposed to be settled 
(supported by the original Debit note, if any received 
from the claimant); 

(vii) Basis on which the amount of the proposed settle 
ment is calculated, supported by the oiigjnsl sale 
Contracts as well as Survey/Inspcction / Anal j sis 
weight Report (whichever is relevant to the type of 
claim) or in the case of penalty claims for late ship¬ 
ment, copy of the related Bill of Lading ;and 

(viii) A brief history stating the circumstances in which 
the claim has arisen and enclosing the original corres¬ 
pondence exchanged by the exporters with the parties 
concerned regarding the claim. 

(c) This application should include a formal declaration 
by the exporter that' the particulars given by him 
are correct and conforming that the exporter has 
not already paid the claim or adjusted It in any other 
manner. 

(d) In case the exporter is unable to produce, any of the 
requisite documents, he may explain suitable reasons 
for his inability to do so and enclose a recommendation 
from the Export Inspection Council in support o f 
his claim, such recommendation will not be re¬ 
quired where the requisite documents are produted 
by the exporic,, 
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(e) Claims Arising from the above mentioned cause but of 
a higher value than 2% of the consignment value 
or arising on account of quality of mica (including 
size) should be settled by directly negotiating with 
the buyers. In case no settlement is reached by direct 
negotiations then the claims will be adjusted by 
a special panel constituted by the Indian Council 
of Arbitration, 

The application of the exporter in regard to such claims 
should apart from the same details and documents mentioned 
above, be supported in addition by the signed copy of the 
settlement reached by direct negotiation or by the said panel’s 
award in original I with a certified copy thereof); if the application 
is documented in this manner, the adjustments/remittance required 
to settle the claim will be allowed by the Reserve Bant of India.
